District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1954. 

The  Report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  v/ith  the  instructions 
of  the  Minister  of  Health  given  in  Circular  28/54. 

The  population  of  the  Rural  District  at  mid  year  1954 
is  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  to  be  14,480,  an  increase 
of  one  hundred  from  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase 
of  population  during  the  year  from  the  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  was  forty-four. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  year,  after  correction  by  the 
Registrar-General’s  Comparability  Factor,  was  14.41  per  1,000 
of  the  resident  population  as  compared  with  15.03  for  1953. 

The  death-rate,  also  corrected,  v/as  9,20  per  1,000  as  compared 
with  9.78  for  1953.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  low,  20.51 
per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with  25.50  for  England  and  Vifales  . 

Apart  from  a sharp  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  associated 
with  a Council  School,  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
continued  at  a low  level.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified 
for  the  sixth  consecutive  year.  It  should  be  emphasised  that 
cases  of  Diphtheria  are  still  occurring  in  other  parts  of  the 
country  and  that  a high  level  of  immunisation  must,  therefore,  be 
J^lntained  if  the  district  is  to  remain  free  from  this  once  alarm- 
ing disease.  No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  cancer  was  tv/enty-seven,  of  which 
just  over  eighteen  per  cent  v/ere  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung. 

The  large  number  of  new  houses  that  have  been  constructed 
since  the  last  war  in  unsewered  areas  and  the  consequent  demand 
for,  and  extensions  of,  a main  water  supply  emphasize  the  urgent 
need  for  main  drainage.  Detailed  plans  for  the  sewerage  of 
Chobham,  Burrow  Hill,  West  End  and  Bis ley  were  prepared  and 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  during  the  year. 

The  temporary  hutted  accommodation  at  Chobham  Camp  was 
reduced  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  substandard 
dwellings  will  be  dem.olished  in  the  near  future. 

, conclusion  I wish  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  advice  and  support  and  the  staff  for  their  ready 
assistance  and  co-operation.

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Laboratory  Facilities. 


The  Public  Health  -Laboratory  is  now  located  at  St.  Luke’s 
Hospital,  Guildford,  and  specimens  relating  to  infectious  disease 
are  sent  there  for  examination  and  report.  Specimens  of  an 
urgent  nature,  e.g.  diphtheria  swabs,  can  be  examined  at  the 
laboratory  at  St.  Peter's  Hospital,  Ghertsey. 

Routine  samples  of  milk  and  ice  cream  are  now  examined  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Guildford.  Biological  examination 
of  milk  for  the  tubercle  bacillus  are  also  carried  out  in  this 
laboratory,

area  of  the  County  was  opened  in  1954  at  Guildford  Road,  Chertsey, 
This  station  retains  the  telephone  number  of  the  previous  Control 
Station  at  Woking,  i.e.  Woking  3040.

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47. 

No  action  was  required  to  he  taken  hy  the  Council  under 
the  Section.  Several  cases  did  arise  of  old  people  in  need 
of  care  and  attention.  These  were  either  taken  over  by  the 
County  Welfare  Department  or  persuaded  to  enter  hospital  for 
treatment . 

Welfare . 

Aged  Sick  Hospitals. 

The  Ottershaw  Hospital  now  accommodates  twenty-six  old 
ladies,  where  much  success  is  being  achieved  in  rehabilitation 
and  by  occupational  therapy,  A further  twelve  beds  for  chronic 
sick  accommodation  at  this  hospital  is  under  construction. 

At  Englefield  Green  the  infectious  diseases  hospital, 
now  not  in  use  as  such,  has  fourteen  beds  to  accommodate  old 
men  in  need  of  nursing  care. 

Despite  these  facilities  there  is  still  a considerable 
waiting  list  for  hospital  beds  for  these  patients. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a member  of  the  Hospital 
Committee  concerned  with  selecting  cases  in  order  of  priority 
for  hospital  beds  as  and  when  they  become  available. 

Mortuaries . 

A mortuary  is  provided  at  the  Lightwater  Cemetery  and 
is  available  for  the  Windlesham  and  Bagshot  area.  The  parishes 
of  Chobham  and  Bisley  have  access  to  the  mortuary  at  Woking.

Yifater  Supply . 

The  Parish  of  Bisley  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the 
■poking  and  District  V/ater  Company,  and  the  Parishes  of  Chohham 
and  Yvindlesham  are  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the  South  West 
Suhurhan  Water  Company. 

Samples  from  these  parishes  are  taken  regularly  and 
examined  for  purity  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Guildford. 

There  has  been  a reduction  in  the  Parish  of  Chobham  of 
properties  served  by  shallow  wells.  There  is  always  a risk 
attached  to  these  wells  when  there  are  adjacent  cesspools  and 
it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  so  many  residents  have  taken 
advantage  of  a main  water  supply. 

Seven  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  six 
shallov/  wells  serving  six  properties  during  the  year  and  in 
two  cases  the  water  was  unsatisfactory.  In  all  these  cases 
there  was  no  Company's  main  to  connect  to  but  the  Council  are 
considering  the  extension  of  the  main  to  serve  these  premises. 

During  1954  there  were  no  main  extensions  in  the  parish 
of  Chobham  but  twenty-four  houses  were  connected  to  the  main 
supply.  Three  hundred  and  twenty- seven  yards  of  4"  main  v^rere 
laid  in  the  parish  of  'Windlesham  and  seventy  houses  connected 
to  the  main  supply.  There  were  no  main  extensions  in  the  parish 
of  Bisley,  but  four  houses  were  connected  to  the  existing  mains.

Macdonald  Road  and  Ambles ide  Roads  in  order  to  drain 
the  existing  houses  and  projected  development. 

(b)  The  enlargement  and  modernisation  of  the  existing 

disposal  works  at  Lightwater. 

The  Council  considered  this  Report  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  have  instructed  that  it  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry.

Three  premises  were  found  to  he  infested  hy  vermin  and  dis- 
nfested.  In  addition  seven  rooms  infested  with  cockroaches  were 
reated . 

Disinfestation  is  carried  out  hy  the  Local  Authority  hy  means 
f spraying  with  Zaldecide  and  D.D.T.  preparations  and  fumigation 
ith  Gammexane ,

During  the  year  six  hundred  and  eighty-six  premises  were 
nspected  for  the  presence  of  rodents.  One  hundred  and  thirty- 
ight  major  rat  infestations  were  found.  Ninety-nine  minor  rat 
nfestations  and  twenty-two  mice  infestations  were  detected,  of 
hich  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  were  treated  hy  the  Council. 

A sev/er  baiting  test  carried  out  in  July  produced  a few 
'esults  in  three  areas.  A maintenance  treatment  was  carried  out 
U-tsequently  and  no  further  evidence  of  infestation  was  found 
iluring  the  year.

Rehousing  Programme. 

During  1954  the  progress  made  was  as  follows 

Cho bham;  Land  was  acquired  during  the  year  for  the  develop- 

. ment  of  a site  for  Council  houses  at  Bowling  Green 
Farm.

Temporary  Housing  Accommodation, 
Chobham  Camp,  C ho Sham  Common . 


A considerable  amount  of  time  and  attention  was  devoted  to 
this  Camp  during  the  year,  the  Resident  Warden  carrying  out  a 
number  of  minor  improvements  in  addition  to  general  maintenance 
duties.^  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  forty-eight  families 
living  in  the  camp  and  during  the  year  five  were  rehoused  by  this 
Council  in ^permanent  dwellings,  while  others  found  their  own 
accommodation.  Two  huts  v/ere  demolished  during  the  year  and  others 
were  vacant  and  waiting  demolition  at  the  end  of  the  year.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD. 


Milk  Supply . 

Milk  produced  on  a farm  may  Ue  examined  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Pisheries,  and  the  same  milk  as  delivered  to  the 
consumer  may  be  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. 

It  must  be  pointed  out,  however,  that  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
restricts  itself  to  the  ordinary  bacterial  cleanliness  of  the 
milk.  If  there  is  any  suspicion  of  human  infectious  disease 
being  carried  by  the  milk  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  the 
right  to  visit  the  farm  and  to  obtain  such  specimens  as  he  thinks 
fit,  including  the  milk  itself,  for  submission  to  a laboratory 
for  examination  for  pathogenic  organisms. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  authorised  towards  the 
end  of  1951  to  take  samples  of  untreated  milk  and  have  them 
tested  biologically  for  tuberculosis.  This  is  a very  necessary 
preventive  measure  v/hen  all  milk  is  not  pasteurised  and  so 
rendered  safe.  Cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  do  occur, 
particularly  in  children,  and  suspicion  with  regard  to  the  milk 
supply  arises  in  these  cases.  Pour  samples  were  biologically 
examined,  with  no  positive  results.

The  Pood  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream)  Act,  1950. 
Specification  of  Areas. 

Notification  was  received  from  the  Minister  of  Pood  in 
June,  1953  declaring  his  intention  to  make  an  order  specifying 
the  Rural  District  of  Bagshot  and  other  adjacent  districts  as 
an  area  in  which  all  milk  must  be  "specially  designated"  milk, 
that  is,  pasteurised,  sterilised  or  tuberculin  tested,  or  until 
September  30th,  1954,  accredited  milk  from  a single  herd. 

This  Milk  Order  came  into  operation  on  January  1st,  1954, 
and  is  welcomed,  as  all  milk  novi^  retailed  in  the  district  can 
be  considered  safe  provided  adequate  pasteurisation  is  carried 
out  in  all  cases.  It  is  therefore  considered  necessary  to 
continue  to  test  milk  for  adequate  pasteurisation  and  as  an 
additional  safeguard  to  continue  to  test  unpasteurised  milk 
for  the  presence  of  tuberculosis. 

Milk  (Special  I^esignat  ions ) (Rav/  Milk)  Regulations,  1949. 

Six  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  the  methylene 
blue  reduction  tests  and  bacteriological  examination.  All 
attained  the  required  standard.

Pasteurised.  Milk. 

One  pasteurisation  plant  operating  in  the  district  v/hich  has 
been  supervised  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  acting  on  behalf  of  the 
Surrey  County  Council  Licensing  Authority  ceased  to  operate  very 
early  in  the  year. 

During  the  year  seventeen  samples  were  taken  from  dealers, 
all  of  which  reached  the  required  standard  for  bacterial  purity. 

Ice  Cream. 

Nineteen  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  of  v/hich  four  failed  to  attain  the  required  standard 
of  bacterial  purity  from  two  manufacturers.  The  four  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  followed  up  and  Grade  I results  attained. 

There  is  one  manufacturer  in  the  district  and  his  equipment 
and  plant  are  in  accordance  with  the  Ice  Cream  Treatment  Regulations 
and  maintained  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 


Two  hundred  and  sixty- three  inspections  were  made  where  food 
is  stored,  prepared  or  sold.  The  follov/ing  articles  were 
voluntarily  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  and

Scarlet  Fever. 

Eight  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  These,  were 
sporadic  in  nature  and  not  associated  with  any  particular 
locality  or  school.  Two  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  for 
treatment  and  made  a good  recovery. 

Diphtheria. 

This  is  the  sixth  consecutive  year  that  no  cases  of 
diphtheria  have  occurred.  This  absence  of  the  disease  is 
conditional  on  the  continued  maintenance  of  a high  level  of 
immunisation.  Cases  of  diphtheria  are  being  notified  every 
week  in  different  parts  of  England  and  fatalities  are  still 
occurring  in  children  v^^ho  have  not  been  immunised.  Every 
effort  is  made  by  visits  to  school  and  homes  to  persuade 
parents,  v^^ho  have  often  now  no  experience  of  diphtheria,  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  offered  and  the  local  health 
visitors  have  secured  a very  good  response.

Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

Notification  is  received  from  time  to  time  of  contacts  of 
smallpox  abroad  arriving  in  this  district  from  seaports  and 
airports.  In  these  days  of  quick  travel  these  contacts  have 
to  be  kept  under  observation  for  two  weeks  from  their  arrival 
in  the  country.  It  is,  therefore,  necessary  to  secure  as  high 
a percentage  as  possible  of  vaccination  in  infancy.  If 
re-vaccination  has  to  be  carried  out  later,  say  in  a local 
outbreak  of  smallpox  or  for  persons  proceeding  abroad,  a mild 
reaction  is  ensured,  whereas  vaccination  for  the  first  time 
in  adult  years  may  react  unpleasantly.  Notifications  have 
been  received  that  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  vaccinations 
were  carried  out  in  the  district. 


Measles . 


Pollo’jving  on  the  outbreak  of  measles  in  1953,  no  cases 
were  notified  during  1954. 

Yifhooplng  Cough. 

Three  cases  were  notified,  one  of  these  being  admitted 
to  hospital  for  treatment. 

A scheme  for  the  immunisation  of  infants  against  whooping 
cough  was  commenced  in  1952.  This  vaccine  is  usually  combined 
with  diphtheria  prophylactic  and  the  course  commenced  at  the 
age  of  six  months.  This  scheme  is  meeting  with  a good  response 
and  the  number  of  children  immunised  during  the  year  was  two 
hundred  and  eleven. 
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Poliomyelitis . 


Two  suspected  cases  v/ere  admitted  to  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  for  further  investigation  but  neither  case 
v;as  confirmed  as  such» 

Dysentery . 

An  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred  in  the  Lightwater 
area,  the  first  case  being  notified  on  the  17th  March.  The 
first  cases  were  in  attendance  at  the  Lightwater  Council  School 
and  this  school  was  inspected  at  once  and  appropriate  preventive 
measures  put  into  operation. 

The  canteen  staff  at  the  school  were  examined.  None  of 
these  had  shown  any  signs  of  dysentery  and  the  five  persons 
concerned  v\^ere  found  to  be  bacterio logically  negative. 
Arrangements  v/ere  made  for  absentees  with  signs  of  dysentery 
to  have  examination  of  specimens  for  the  dysentery  bacillus. 

The  medical  practitioners  concerned  were  informed  of  the 
position  and  asked  to  arran^be  for  specimens  from  cases  and 
contacts  to  be  collected. 

There  had  been  some  cases  of  dysentery  in  a convalescent 
home  for  children  in  Lightwater  two  months  previously  but  on 
investigation  there  did  not  appear  to  be  any  connection  between 
the  two  outbreaks . The  effluent  from  the  sewage  plant  at  the 
convalescent  home  v/as  examined  and  found  to  be  free  from 
dysenteric  organisms. 

Sixteen  cases  of  Bonne  Dysentery  were  notified  and  on 
examination  of  contacts  many  carriers  wore  found. 

The  outbreak  v/as  quickly  brought  under  control  by  the 
adoption  of  preventive  measures  at  the  school  and  in  the  familiei 
concerned. 

Gastro-Enteritis . ! 

Several  cases  of  gastro-enteritis  in  infants  were  admitted  | 
to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  The  causal  organism  in  ; 
five  cases  v/as  the  Bacillus  Coli  Sigleris . This  is  a virulent  | 
organism  and  frequently  causes  fatalities.  All  cases  made  a | 
good  recovery.
